The newly introduced terms of "ATM packets" or "ATM packet" as in claims 17-21 do 
not have proper antecedent basis in the original specification disclosure. To be more specific, 
only the terms of "ATM cells" or "ATM cell" were described in the disclosure. 

2. Claims 17-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The claimed subject matter of multiplexing the communication information, channel 
identification information of the communication information and information indicative of 
lengths of the communication information of a first ATM packet and a second ATM packet into 
a new ATM packet was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey 
to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

3. Claim 21 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 21, line 4, "TM" should read as - ATM ~. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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4. Claim 21 is rejected as vague and indefinite since the claim recites only a single means 
(namely, a unit) and thus encompasses all possible means for performing a desired function.
